QUR NAVAL DEFENGE 


THE NAVAL STATUS OF THE| 
DOMINION 1S DEFINED | 


Navy of Canada Will Be Under the) 
Control of Parliament, and the, 
Training Will Be ‘Generally Uni- 
form With That of the Imperial | 
Navy—Colonial Officers Will Be 
Under Control of Admiralty in Ins | 
ternational Affairs. 


Ottawa.—In the house, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier read a cable from the colonial | 
secretary in repy to one sent by Earl | 
Grey acceding to his request that the | 
Canadian government be allowed to| 
make public the report of the confer- | 
ence between Canada, Australia and 
the British admiralty on naval de-| 
fence. The report defines the naval 
status of the Dominion. The chief 
features of the agreement were that 
the navies of Canada and Australia 
will be exclusively under the control | 
of their respective governments,. that 
the training will be generally uniform | 
with that of the Imperial navy. 

In defining the naval stations Can- 
ada is given the North Atlantic and} 
part of the North Pacific. The Aus- 
tralian station will -be across the 
South Pacific and extents*to the Ant- 
arctic circle. ‘ 

It is decided that the Dominion | 
naval vessels will float the white en- | 
sign at their stern and their distinc-| 
tive flag at their flagstaff. 

In international affairs colonial of- | 
ficers will be under the control of the 
admiralty, and in time of war when 
the naval service of the dominions} 
have been put at the disposal of the 
Imperial government it will form an 
integral part of the British fleet. ~ 

Detailed provisions are made for the 
control of vessels of the Dominion 
forces when in other parts of the em- 
pire or off their station or on foraging 
parties. :

SIX MILE SECTION 


Cc. P. R. Effects Compromise With 
Maintenance of Way Men by 
Shortening Sections 
Ottawa.—The principal grievance 
existing between maintenance of ways 
employees of the C. P. R. | 
company in the recent difficulty be- 
tween the two, which it was feared at 
one time would result in a strike, has 
now been renioved by the C. P, R. 
vountarily shortening its sections. 
The change affects the Ottawa divis- 
ion in common with the whole eastern 
division at least, and may affect the 
whole road, Men are ‘now at work on 
the local division and all along the 
route men are making preliminary ar- 
rangements for shortening up sec- 
tions. From an average length of 
nine miles they will be again reduced 
to’ six or seven miles. While short- 
ness or length of sections might seem 
at first sight a purely technical mat- 
ter, it is fully one that closely affects 
the amount of work the maintenance 
of way men have to do inasmuch as 
in future a section gang usually con- 
sisting of a foreman and three others 


| will have to look after six instead of 


nine miles of track. Lengthening of 
nine miles was tried some time ago 
by C. P. R. and has been a matter of 
constant. agitation ever since. 


CIRCULATE MORE MONEY 


Canadian Banks Ask for Greater 
Powers During the Period of 
Crop Moving 
Montreal.—A movement is gather- 
ing strength in banking circles here 
to secure greater circulation during 
that period of the year when money 
is in greatest demand, namely the 
period in which the crops mist be 

moved, 

Conservative bankers consider. that 
the capitalization on which the note 
circulation rests has been increased to 
the limit of prudence already; 
next alternative, therefore, is to be 
attempted, as the government will, in 
all probability, shortly be asked to 
lengthen the period in which the 
banks are allowed to increase their 
note circulation by 15 per cent, to in- 
clude the months of March and Sep- 
tember, as well as October, Novem- 
ber, December, January and Febru- 
ary.

|NO IMMEDIATE CAUSE’ FOR 
UNEASINESS EXISTS 
Official Secrecy is Maintained and 


Very Little Information is Coming 
Through—Officials of the Foreign 
Office Talk Reassuringly and Say 
That Nothing Has Occurred to 
Justify Pessimism. 


Berlin.—No immediate cause of un- 
easiness regarding the Moroccan affair 


exists, according to statements made | 


in all diplomatic quarters most direct- 


lly interested, but the war scare is as 


widely felt by press and public, which 


‘are in the dark as to the status of the 


Franco-German negotiations, and are 
affected by the foreign office talk re- 
assuringly, and say that nothing has 
occurred to justify pessimism. 

The Cologne Gazette refers cautious- 
ly to the possibility of an appeal to 
arms ‘“‘which always lurks behind 
diplomatic complications of this sort. 
We hope and believe that we are still 
very far distant from this possibility 
at present.”’ 


The paper adds that the situation 
could: be easily settled if France 
would withdraw her troops from 
Morocco, but if she wishes, as it

The Tageblatt says: “France and 


Germany are anxious for a settlement. 
Danger will arise only if the British 
government, with a view to its inter- 
national politics, sharpens its tone, 
and further stfetches the bow to the 
breaking point. This is improbable 
but if so, Germany will know how to 


adjust herself calmly to unpleasant 
consequences.”

Destitution Follows Fire in Ontario

XxXXvi, 1-4), the word of the Lord came 
again to Jeremiah saying, “Speak all 
the words that I command thee to 
speak unto them; diminish not a 
word”’ (Jer. xxvi, 2). Because of Jere- 
miah’s faithfulness in delivering the 
Lord's message against the city and 
; the temple the priests and the proph- 
, ets took him and gathered the people 
against him to put him to death 
(verses 7-11). The reason of their 
\ hatred is seen in the description given 
of them in previous chapters. “A 
wonderful and horrible thing is com- 
mitted in the land—the | prophets 
prophesy falsely, and the priests bear 
rule by their means, and My people 
love to have it so.”

prophet even unto the _ priest, 
every one dealeth falsely.’ ‘‘Both 


prophet and priest are profane; yea, 
in My house have I found their wick- 
edness, saith the Lord”’ (Jer. v, 30, 31; 

See the same state 
of affairs described in Isa. xxix, 13; 
Xxx, 9-13, 

With such an alliance against God 
on the part of the people and their 
teachers we cannot wonder at their 
nersecution of such a man of God as 
Jeremiah, It has always been so, and 
the Lord Jesus when on earth said 
that it would be so throughout this 
age also (Matt. x, 16-18; John xv, 18- 
21; xvi, 1-3). We cannot be faithful 
to God and on good terms with the 
world, lying in the wicked one. Back 
of all persecutors of the people of ,God 
we must see the great persecutor and 
destroyer, the father of lies. 

In verses 12 to 15 we have Jeremiah’s 
defence; and his only plea is, “Of 
a truth the Lord hath sent me unto 
you to sneak all these words in your 
ears,’’. He did not fail to exhort them 
to amend their ways and their doings 
and to obey the voice of the Lord their 
God, and then he added, do what you 
nlease with me, but know that if you 
kill me vou will kill an innocent man, 

The princes and the people then took 
Jeremiah’s part against the _ priests 
and the prophets because he had spo- 
ken in the name of the Lord their 
God, and they recall the fact that in 
the days of Hezekiah the Prophet 
Micah was. a faithful witness for the 
Lord of hosts against Jerusalem, but 
that Hezekiah, instead of killing him, 
repented before the Lord, and the 
Lord kept baek the evil which other- 
wise would have come upon them. 
Micah told them plainly that they 
judged for reward, taught for hire and 
divined for money, yet professed to 
llean upon the Lord (Mie. iii, 11).

NOTED HUMORIST 18 ‘AN ARDENT 
/LIBERAL CAMPAIGNER. 


He Started as a Clerk and Then Tac- 
kled School Teaching and Later 
Acting and Journalism Before He 
Appeared as a Full Fleaged Writer 
of Humorous Books—He Has Writ- 
ten Several Successful Plays. 


In common with a great many other 
literary men in England Jerome K. 
Jerome, the dramatist and humorist, 
is an enthusiastic Liberal, and when 
elections are on he is to be found 
stumping the country in behalf of 
the Liberal cause. 

In spite of his gift of humor Mr. 
Jérome takes politica very seriously 
and is upon occasion an impassioned 
orator as this portrait shows.

“Jerome-kay-jerum” as the  high- 
brows insist that his name should be 
pronounced, is nearing fifty-two years 
of age, and in his lifetime has been 
clerk, schoolmaster, actor, journalist, 
editor, and is now chiefly occupied 
with the drama. His first noted book 
was a funny skit on the unreality of 
th nonular drama called Stageland. 
He then wrote Idle Thoughts of an 
Idle Fellow, which is read wherever 
English is spoken. In addition to 
these he has written numerous 
stories and travel sketches and a 
notable group of plays: He was 
formerly editor of The Idler with 
Robert Barr. 


The Salvation Army In England 


There are some interesting figures 
in the annua] report of the Salvation 
Army in Great Britain, which was re- 
cent.y issued. It was prepared by 
Rider Haggard, the novelist and social 
worker, who gays that nothing im- 
pressed him more than the women en- 
gaged in the work. He says that a 
study of the female officers of the 
Salvation Army is calculated to co 
vert the observer not only to a belief 
in the right of women to exercise the 
suffrage, but also to that of their fit 
nes3 to rule among, or even over men. 
The figures of the Darkest Eng and 
scheme work show that from the be- 
ginning 70,448 have been received into 
factories; temporary or permanent 
employment has been found for 269,- 
663; 9,256 ex-criminals have been re- 
ceived into homes, of whom 9,052 were 
assisted, restored to friends, sent to 
situations, etc.; 14,103 jost persons 
were found; 48,096 women and girls 
were received into rescue homes, of 
whom 40.514 were ‘sent to situations or 
restored to friends; and 115,145 sick 
people were visited and nursed. ' 


Court Sermons. 


The recognized time for a preacher 
to occupy the pulpit when preaching 
before the late King Edward VII. was 
ten minutes. King George, however, 
has never quite approved of these 
very short sermons, and it has been 
intimated to the chaplains in ord'n- 
ary attached to the Royal Household, 
from whom the preacher for the morn- 
ing service at Buckingham Palace is 
usually selected, that their sermons 
may be lengthier than they were cu;- 
tomarily in the late reign. An inti- 
mation of this sort amounts practical- 
ly to a command, When the King is 
at Buckingham Palace on funduay, the 
preacher for the morning service is 
selected by His Majesty; the selec- 
tion nt usually made on Friday, and 
the chaplain who has been chosen is 
notified of the fact by the Sub-Dean. 


Origin of the Saw. 


Acoorcing to Apollodorus, the inve- 
tion of the saw came about in the fol- 
lowing way: Talus, so the account 
goes, having found the jawbone of a 
huge snake, used it @o cut through a 
piece of wood and, finding that it 
worked so well, formed an instru- 
ment of iron similar to it.

THE FLAX CROP 


Has Changed Canada Into. An Ex- 
porting Country 

Inasmuch as. economic history 
shows a protective tariff to have been 
the most successful policy in agricul- 
tural countries much older than Can- 
ada, for instance, Russia, France, 
Austria, Hungary, Belgium, Italy, 
Germany, Holland and United States, 
that sort of fiseal system should also 
be best for Canada. The Canadian 
farmer, especially in the West, has 
had the opportunity of seeing just 
exactly how Protection helped him } 
in the flax industry. In the light of 
events since 1907, when a_ protective 
duty of 10 cents per bushel was placed 
on flax, it is interesting to record 
the prophetic words of a prominent 
Canadian speaking at Winnipeg in 


1906. He said: “Our flax is shut out 
of the American market on account 
of a duty of 25 cents per bushel. 
Why do not our Canadian farmers 


ask our Government to place a duty 
on flax grown in Canada to give them 
\the home market which they are just- 
ly entitled to? There is from one and 
a half to two million bushels of flax- 
seed consumed in Canada annually 
by our Canadian linseed oil crushers, 
and why should a million bushels or 
more of foreign seed be used instead 
of buying “Grown in Canada’’ flax- 
seed, and grown right here in the 
West, the best that can be produced? 
“IT wish to point out to the intelli-| 
gent farmers of the West that the 
American farmers find flax more pro- 
fitable to grow than wheat and I hope 
that, when revision of the tariff takes 
place, there will be a duty placed on 
flaxseed for the benefit of the farmer 
and ‘that all flaxsed used in Canada 

vill be “Grown in Canada.” 

These utterances have been, since, 
most fully viridicated. Up to 1907. 
flaxseed entered Canada free of duty, 
and as shown by the statistical re- 
cord of exports and imports for 1905 
and 1906, Canada was an importiog 
country. 

In 1905, imports were 176,887 nush- 
els and exports were only 314 bushels. 

In 1906 imports were 711,138 bush- 
els for home consumption, and ex- 
ports were only 2,824 bushels. 

After the duty of 10 cents per bush-} 
el was placed against United States 
and other foreign countries, Canada 
became an exporting country. In 
1908, imports were 495,154 bushels, 
and exports were 10,997 bushels. In 
1909, imports steadily decreased © to 
288,468 bushels, and exports increas- 
ed to 693,779. In 1910. imports of 
flax were only 4,344 bushels, while 
exports amounted to 1,997,648 bushels 
which had a value of $3,642,476. 

Thus a protective duty has enrich- 
ed the farmer in five years to the ex- 
tent of over three and a-half million 
dollars.
